For our visit to the park last week- 
end, CYCLE NEWS rented transport- 
ation for two from Burbank’s Suzuki 
Fun Center where they do a brisk 
rental business in Suzukis for the 
nearby park. 

They were happy to rent us a 
strong little eighty at $3.35 for the 
first hour, and when we returned it 
1% hours later (on a weekly news-

paper you have to be quick), the 
total paid was a mere $5.70. There 
was no charge for mileage. 

The fun was worth it at twice the 
price (for two), although we would 
suggest that if you do this often it 
might be just as well to buy the 
machine and have done with it. Ours 
was new, but scuffed about the han- 
dlebars from some previous lessee’s 
pavement landing and those graun- 
ches cautioned us eloquently that 
even funbikes can cause a rash if 
used rashly. In case we missed their 
point, simple safety rules were print- 
ed on the tank. 

Two of us lardies whizzed on the 
brisk little performer to the new 
children’s zoo, where cubs, calves, 
kittens, kids and other unfledged ani-

(Matchless) began to fly half-airborne 
down “Wheelie Hill” into the hairy 
east hairpin (“Cycle World” should 
have some neat shots of this) in tight 
company with Yamaha mounted John 
Buckner and John Humphries. Their 
duels lap after lap were glorious to 
see. 

When the races ended, there were 
no losers—every cycle buff had gain- 
ed a successfully baptized, expensive 
new raceway, inviting enough for 
a motorcycle classic.

FABULOUS 50

Dick Mann’s trusty G-50 is proba- 
bly the best known of the breed, but 
Clay Jacobson’s Matchless is without 
doubt the most shining example. 

There are no more than fifty of 
these fabled machines in the United 
States. Developed from the English 
factory’s “Boy Racer” model, it was 
imported here, complete with horn 
and headlight, in sufficient quantity 
to qualify for A.M.A. class C racing, 
then production ceased. 

Clay raced the machine in every 
scrambles during 1962, then disman- 
tled and rebuilt and modified it as 
pictured here in CYCLE NEWS. The 
process was only recently completed 
and its owner was planning to test 
it at Lions Drag Strip this weekend 
or next. 

De-knobbed and lightened, the 
frame was cadmium plated to a dull 
satin finish. The forks were lightened 
also, and shortened by 1%”. Front 
fender and brace are by Bultaco, both 
wheels were built by Howard Barnes 
using sealed American bearings, al- 
loy forged hubs and Borrani rims. 
The rear holds a knock-off, quick 
change sprocket. 

Front and rear brakes are. Airheart 
single hydraulic calipers gripping 12” 
floating steel discs. 

Oil tank and air cleaner are glisten- 
ing alloy, fabricated by Paul Crowell. 
These resemble the stock parts, how- 
ever oil capacity was cut to two 
quarts to provide quicker warmups 
for sprint races. Alloy brackets, nuts 
and bolts were fabricated to serve in 
unstressed locations. 

A sectioned and rewelded Royal 
Enfield primary cover replaces the 
original chainguard. 

Clay didn’t feel that extensive 
modifications were necessary for the

Intake and exhaust are tuned 
through a%1%” Amal carb. and alloy 
megaphone for maximum power over 
a limited range.

Clay Jacobson’s 
G-50, for all its satin and shine, is a 
racer still.
